4.  Equipment  -  to  update  the  existing  Xerox  memory  typewriter 
to  expand  its  capabilities  so  that  the  Program  can  function 
more  efficiently; 

5.  Printing  and  Postage  -  the  Program  plans  to  mail  a  quarterly 
newsletter  on  its  activities  to  all  AFL-CIO  affiliates; 

6.  Conferences  -  the  amount  reflects  our  estimate  of  the  total 
amount  possibly  needed  for  conferences  in  F'88.  Conference 
requests  will  be  individually  reviewed  before  approval. 

It  is  my  understanding  that  the  $30,000  forwarded  to  the  Program 
through  the  July,  1987  Memorandum  of  Agreement  would  be  deducted  from 
the  total  amount  requested  in  the  attached  budget.  Additionally, lag 
monies  from  the  Program's  prior  fiscal  years  have  also  been  identified 
and  should  be  included  in  our  Fiscal  '88  budget  negotiations.

As  you  are  aware,  the  Xerox  16/8  computer  you  are  using  for 
tracking  legislation  is  no  longer  working.
